75  species 

Rare  collection  donated

A collection  of  over  75  wildlife  species 
has  been  donated  to  the  BYU  Life 
Sciences  Museum  by  Seattle  businessman 
Monte  L.  Bean. 

“We  now  have  the  nucleus  of  the  big 
game  of  India,  Africa  and  North 
America,”  Dr.  Wilmer  W.  Tanner, 
professor  of  zoology  and  museum 
curator,  told  the  Universe.  “Right  now

we’re  trying  to  find  the  best  place  to 
display  them.” 

The  collection  had  previously  been 
displayed  in  Bean’s  home.  He  decided  the 
school  could  profit  from  it  and  notified 
the  university  three  months  ago: 

“We  will  keep  the  collection  together,” 
stressed  Tanner.  “It  was  Brother  Bean’s 
request  that  it  not  be  divided.” 

“This  is  by  the  far  the  largest  part  of 
our  large  game  collection,”  added  Turner. 
“It  is  most  probably  the  largest  of  its 
kind  in  the  state.” 

All  acquisitions  are  mounted  and  will 
hopefully  go  on  display  within  the 
month. 

The  collection  is  a result  of  over  40 
years  of  wildlife  hunting  in  northwest 
U.S.  and  Canada,  east  Africa  and  India. 

In  each  expedition,  Bean  set  as  his  goal 
the  acquisition  of  one  specie  as  well  as 
collecting  thousands  of  slides,  film  clips 
and  photographs. 

Bean  always  hunts  specific  wildlife 
depending  on  the  geography  and 
population  of  the  species,  said  Tanner. 

“Different  countries  have  different 
restrictions  on  hunting,”  he  explained. 
“In  Kenya,  a game  herd  might  be  doing 
well  while  in  South  Africa  it  may  be 
approching  extinction.  This  major  factor 
determines  governmental  hunting 
restrictions.” 

Tanner  believes  the  collection  may  be 
displayed  by  regions  or  families.  All 
species  found  in  India  could  be  exhibited 
together,  or  the  entire  cat 
family— including  the  tiger,  leopard, 
cougar,  linx,  lion,  etc. 

It  is  likely  the  wildlife  collection  will  be 
rotated  for  greater  viewing  advantage. 


The  species  require  a curator’s 
attention  to  keep  them  clean  and  well 
preserved,  added  Tanner.  They  must  be 
kept  in  ? dust-free  area  in  order  to 
maintain  their  excellent  condition. 

The  acquired  antelopes  alone  indicate 
the  enormous  variety  in  the  size  of 
species  donated  to  the  museum.  Ranging 
from  the  16-inch,  five-pound  Dik  Dik  to 
the  huge  Eland,  which  may  reach  up  to 
1,500  pounds  as  an  adult,  the  collection 
spans  the  physical,  as  well  as  geographical 
world  of  wildlife. 

Of  special  interest  are  two  rare,  east 
African  antelopes,  the  greater  Kudu  and 
the  Sable.  Both  of  these  are  scarce  and 
among  the  most  prized  of  the 
acquisitions. 

While  hunting  in  India,  Bean  succeeded 
in  overtaking  the  famous  Bengal  tiger  as 
well  as  two  spotted  leopards.  Restrictions 
have  since  been  placed  on  the  hunting  of 
these  animals  by  the  Indian  government. 
Whereas  at  the  turn  of  the  century  40  to 
50,000  Bengals  inhabited  the  country, 
recent  estimates  placed  the  population  at 
only  a few  thousand. 

Among  the  Bean  collection  from  east 
Africa  are  a Cape  Buffalo,  impala, 
baboon,  rhino,  hippopotamus,  elephant 
and  war  hog. 

Bean’s  collection  of  North  American 
wildlife  include  a grizzly  bear,  caribou, 
bobcat  and  Royal  Crown  elk. 

Accompanied  by  his  wife  on  his 
expeditions,  Bean  also  succeeded  in 
capturing  several  unusual  species  of  fish 
in  the  waters  off  Acapulco,  Mazatlan  and 
San  Clemente. 

The  Beans,  health  permitting,  will  make 
one  more  trek  into  southeast  Africa  in 
hopes  of  acquiring  a Bongo  and  lesser 
Kudu,  two  rare,  exotic-looking 
antelopes.

benefits  out  of  the  coupon  book. 
It’s  stuff  that  I would  have  done 
anyway.” 

Smutz  added  to  many  students 
the  “advertising  is  misleading.”  He 
cited  the  advertising  statement 
there  is  “over  $1,000  worth  of 
discounts  for  only  $5”  in  “135 
coupons.”  He  then  said  nobody 
comes  close  to  using  all  the 
coupons. 

Wayne  Watten,  Cougar  Club 
member  and  promoter  of  the 
coupon  book,  contended,  “Any 
BYU  student  can  benefit  from 
buying  a Cougar  Club  coupon 
book.” 

He  further  pointed  out  the 
more  the  student  does,  the  more 
he  benefits. 

ONE  BYU  coed,  who  was  in 
the  process  of  buying  a coupon 
book,  said  she  was  buying  it 
because  “My  brother  is  in  the 
Cougar  Club,  and  he  would  really 
be  mad  if  I didn’t.”

Next  time  the  landlord  won’t 
fix  the  water  heater,  a transcript  is 
being  withheld  for  some  unknown 
reason,  and  the  $300  for  pots  and 
pans  had  to  go  for  next  semester’s 
tuition,  a student  need  not 
despair. 

There  is  a place  on  campus  for 
anyone -with  these  problems.  The 
BYU  Ombudsman’s  office,  now  in 
its  third  year  of  operation,  is 
designed  to  help  students,  faculty 
and  staff  members  who  "are 
involved  in  a variety  of  situations. 

ACCORDING  TO  Ian  Neale, 
this  year’s  Ombudsman,  the  office 
is  a service  for  those  having  any 
problems  of  a bureaucratic  nature. 
These  include  housing,  consumer 
complaints,  grades,  legal  aid, 
"door-to-door  salesman  and  even 
the  administration. 

Neale  said  students  often  have 
complaints  and  have  no  idea 
where  they  can  turn  for  help.  The 
Ombudsman  is  there  for  these 
people.  The  office  maintains  a 
24-hour,  7-day-a-week  telephone 
answering  service.  Students  may 
call  ext.  4132,  or  visit  room  449,. 
ELWC,  and  state  their  complaint. 
A record  is  made,  and  an 
investigation  is  begun. 

Students  are  first  questioned  to 
make  sure  they  have  done 
everything  possible  to  solve  a 
problem.  The  Ombudsman  tells 
them  exactly  what  steps  they  can 
take.  If  a suitable  solution  is  still 
not  reached,  the  office  contacts 
the  business  or  person  who  was 
complained  about. 


Although  the  office  has  no  real 
legal  power,  it  does  represent  the 
University  and  is  generally  able  to 
solve  - problems,  according  to 
Neale. 

For  the  student  who  has  more 
serious  problems,  the  office  has 
established  SLAP,  the  Student 
Legal  Assistance  Program. 
Through  this,  students  may 
consult  an  attorney  on  an  initial 
visit  for  only  a $5  fee,  with 
student  body  funds  picking  up  the 
rest  of  the  bill. 

NEALE  STRESSED  the  records 
of  the  office  are  totally 
confidential  and  students  should 
not  be  afraid  to  seek  help.  Most 
problems  come  as  a result  of 
people  trying  to  take  advantage  of 
others,  he  said. 

As  an  example,  the  office 
recently  helped  some  newlyweds 
who  had  signed  a $750  contract 
under  pressure  for  merchandise 
they  did  not  need.  The  company 
involved  threatened  to  take  them 
to  court  if  they  did  not  honor  the 
agreement. 

The  Ombudsmaa  talked  to  the 
business  and  explained  the  couple 
didn’t  have  the  money,  and  there 
was  no  way  they  could  pay.  The 
company  finally  agreed  to  rip  up 
the  contract. 

Though  solutions  are  obtained, 
they  are  not  as  easy  to  come  by  as 
they  may  sound.  Neale  urged 
students  to  be  more  careful  about 
agreements’  they  enter  into.  A 
major  problem  is  the  door-to-door 


salesman,  who  seeks  young,  single 
girls. 

It  is  often  best  not  even  to 
allow  a salesman  to  enter  an 
apartment,  due  to  the 
high-pressure  sales  tactics  used, 
advised  Neale.  In  any  case,  a 
student  should  never  sign  a 
contract  without  thinking  about  it  - 
for  a few  days.  If  in  doubt,  he 
should  contact  his  parents  or 
branch  president  for  advice,  added 
Neale/

Cougar  fans  are  still  buzzing 
about  the  32  points  that  the 
offensive  team  put  on  the 
scoreboard  against  K-State. 

Another  point  total  that  will- 
never  be  seen  on  the  board,  but 
meant  just  as  much  to  the  final 
outcome  of  the  game  are  the 
points  given  the  defensive  unit  for 
their  play  last  Saturday  night. 

Leading  the  defensive  unit  for 
‘most  points  scored’  was  Kahlili 
Hunt  with  22  defensive  points 
ba£ed  on  the  coaches  point 
system.  Hunt  was  credited  with 
13  assisted  tackles  in  the  game,  a 
high  in  that  area. 

Dan  Hansen  trailed  Hunt  by  a 
single  point,  ending  up  with  an 
impressive  21  points.  Hansen  was 
credited  with  seven  assisted 
tackles  and  six  individual  tackles, 
including  a touchdown  saving 
effort  on  the  first  Cougar  kick-off 
to  the  Wildcats. 

Ron  Tree  also  garnered  21 
points  with  his  timely 
interception  being  the  climax  to  a 
great  showing  for  the  senior  from 
Heber  City. 

Following  Tree  in  point 
production  was  Grant  Wells. 
Wells,  a junior  from  Salt  Lake, 
made  6 unassisted,  tackles  that 
tied  him  with  Hansen  in  that 
particular  area.  Wells  ended  up 
with  17  defensive  points. 

Dave  Atkinson  ended  up  with 
13  points,  his  biggest  moment 
being  an  interception  of  a Dennis 
Morrison  pass  late  in  the  second 
quarter. 

Bennie  Smith  had  a fine  night 


at  his  defensive  back  position 
scoring  14  points  for  the  night’s 
work.  Smith  was  also  given  credit 
for  a great  block  that  sprung  John 
Bethan  at  the  goal-line  on  his  71 
yard  punt  return. 

Also  noted  by  the  coaches  for 
their  excellent  defensive  play  were 
Larry  Carr  with  nine,  Ed  Rozeski 
with  nine  and  Tom  Echohawk 
with  eight. 

Head  Coach  LaVell  Edwards 
was  pleased  with  the  play  of  the 
defense  in  the  opener.  “Most  of 
the  defense  is  inexperienced  and 
they  gave  up  some  ground,  but 
when  the  going  got  tough  they 
came  through,”  Edwards 
commented. 

Dick  Felt,  defensive  secondary 
mentor  for  BYU,  praised  his  unit 
for  a good  opening  effort.  “That 
Kansas  State  passing  attack  had 
me  scared,”  said  Felt,  “but  I th'ink 
our  secondary  contained  them 
well.”

No  tips 

on  wheat 

i 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - A top 
Agriculture  Department  official 
insisted  Monday  phone  .calls  to 
exporters  a day  in  advance  of  a 
wheat  export  subsidy  policy 
change,  in  connection  with  the 
multimillion-dollar  wheat  sale  to 
the  Russians,  "were  not  “tip-off 
calls.” 


CHARLES  PENCE,  of  the 
Export  Marketing  Service’s  grain 
division,  who  made  controversial 
calls  to  exporters  including  six 
major  firms,  told  newsmen,  “Well, 
yes,”  when  asked  if  exporters 
could  have  guessed  they  could 
make  a profit. 


However,  Pence  maintained  he 
gave  the  firms  no  price  hints  when 
he  made  the  calls,  and  said  any 
assumptions  they  made  would 
have  been  at  their  own  risk. 

“I  didn’t  know  what  the  price 
would  be  myself,”  Pence  told 
newsmen. 

MEANTIME,  Pence’s  boss, 
Carroll  Brunthaver,  associate 
administrator  of  the  Agricultural 
Stabilization  and  Conservation 
Service,  told  a House  Agriculture 
subcommittee  the  calls  were  not 
tip-off  calls. 

Brunthaver  said  that  was  why 
he  replied  “no”  last  week  when 


asked  if  Pence  had  called  wheat 
exporters. 

Pence  told  the  subcommittee  he 
was  notified  at  about  1 1 a.m. 
Aug.  24  by  Frank  McKnight  of 
the  Export  Marketing  Service  to 
call  major  exporters  to  notify 
them  of  a meeting  on  the  wheat 
sale  the  next  day. 

PENCE  SAID  he  told  the 
export  firm  officials  only  two 
things:  That  the  meeting  would  be 
the  following  day,  and  that  at  the 
close  of  business  the  previous 
day-Aug  23-federal  export 
wheat  subsidies  would  no  longer 
reflect  U.S.  export  price  levels 


which  were  in  effect  before  the 
Russian  wheat  sale. 


He  said  the  six  major  companies 
called  in  the  belief  that  they  had 
sold  wheat  to  Russia  were 
Garnac,  Cook,  Cargill, 
Continental,  Bunge  and  Dreyfus. 


MEANTIME,  the  National 
Farmers  Union  said  big  grain 
companies  easily  could  have 
collected  windfall  profits  of  $100 
million  under  export  subsidy 
maneuvering  allowed  by  the 
Agriculture  Department  in  the 
sales  to  the  Soviet  Union.

May  compete  for  BYU 


Finn  gold  medalists  indicate  interest 


Finland  had  its  share  of  gold 
medals  at  the  Games  in  Munich, 
and  now  it  appears  that  the  BYU 
track  team  may  gain  two  of  these 
medalists  for  the  1973-74  season. 

According  to  Coach  Clarence 
Robison,  who  recently  returned 
from  the  Munich  Olympiad, 
Pekka  Vasala,  a gold  medalist  in 
the  1,500  meters  and  Lasse  Viren, 
gold  medalist  in  both  the  5,000 
and  10,000  meter  runs,  are 
seriously  considering  a return  to 
Cougarville. 

Both  men  were  at  BYU  briefly 
during  the  1967-70  season.  Vasala 
competed  in  cross-country  and 


earned  his  varsity  letter  before  a 
foot  injury  sent  him  home  to 
Finland  for  corrective  surgery. 

Viren  was  with  the  team  during 
the  spring  semester  of  the  year. 
An  unfamiliarity  with  English, 
some  loneliness  and  homesickness 
called  him  home  to  a job  as  a 
policeman  in  his  native  town. 

Robison  commented  Vasala,  the 
miler,  will  be  in  Provo  in  time  for 
the  indoor  season  and  will  train 
with  the  Cougars.  It  is  not  known 
whether  he  will  register  in  school 
and  thus  be  eligible  at  this  time. 

Both  Vasala  and  Viren 
expressed  a desire  to  return  to 


BYU  but  wanted  to  complete 
their  current  track  season  first. 
Since  the  European  season  has 
just  begun,  it  will  preclude  their 
coming  this  year. 

As  in  years  past,  the  1972-73 
track  team  has  a definite  foreign 
flavor.  Had  Vasala  and  Viren 
come  they  would  have  found 
“little  Finland”  just  as  they  left  it 
although  the  citizens  are  different. 
Finnish  tracksters  include  high 
jumper  Aaro  Alarotu, 
intermediate  hurdler  Jouko 
Kokkonen,  javelineer  Juhani 
Nummela,  shot  putter  Thomas 
Anderson,  and  triple  jumper 
Stefan  von  Gerich.  Upon  adding 
former  Cougar  performers  Rauli 
Uitto,  now  a member  of  the  BYU 
Chess  Club,  and  Kari  Palmen, 
completing  his  degree  in 
accounting,  one  would  think  the 
coaches  spoke  fluent  Finnish. 

Sweden  too,  has  developed  a 
colony  for  Coach  Robison  and  his 
assistants.  Discus  man  Olav  Dille, 
decathaloner  Christer  Lythell, 
javelineer  Raimo  Pihl,  and 
quarter-miler  Lars  Stubbendorff 
make  up  this  group. 

Other  notable  foreigners  are 
steeplechase  Usaia  Sotutu,  one  of 
five  Olympians  representing  the 
Fiji  Islands;  triple  jumper  Siguard 
Langeland  of  Norway,  Zdravko 
Pecar,  a Yugoslav  Olympian;  and 
Hrvoje  Vincijanovic,  a classy 
young  sprinter  from  Yugoslavia. 

The  1 9 73  WAC  Indoor 
Championships  will  be  held  in 
February  at  the  Salt  Palace  and 
the  WAC  Outdoor  Meet  will  be 
held  in  Provo  in  May  so  track 
buffs  will  have  at  least  two 
excellent  opportunities  to  see 
these  and  the  outstanding  group 
of  American  athletes  assembled 
here  in  action.
